MINISTER TO HAYTI APPOINTED. 


President Harrison Selects John 8. Durham, 
Now Consul at San Domingo. 
Carz May, N. J., Sept. . —The President 
this afternoon appointed John S. Durham of 
Kentucky Minister Resident and Consul-Gen- 
eral to Hayti. Mr. Durham is now Consul at 
San Domingo, and is a colored man of educa- 
tion and ability. This transfer was made also 
on account of the necessity of dispatch, owing 
to the presence of yellow-fever and the revolu- 
tionary troubles, 
New York, Sept. 4 The Norwegian steam- 
er Alert arrived here this morning from Port 
Depaix and Cape Hayti, both of which ports 
she left Aug. 27, and reported that a climax in 
Hayti’s disturbed affairs would undoubtedly 
be reached soon. News of the return to the 
Haytian Capital of the exiles from Kingston, 
Jamaica, was being industrously circulated 
in the other large cities of the republic 
and the forts guarding the several sea- 
port cities were being strongly garrisoned, 
especially at Port au Prince. Orders were 
issued by President Hippolyte that if the 
exiles returned to the city and made a success- 
ful attack on the palace, the guns were to be 
turned on the city. The palace is strongly 
gaarded. So strong is the belief that a revo- 
lution will soon break out in Hayti that many 
of the foreign residents have moved out of 
Port au Prince or are sending their families 
away. The day of the Alert’s departure Pres- 
ident Hippolyte’s family was leaving Port au 
Prince for Cape Hayti. 
Hippolyte is said to have lost confidence in 
the strength of his soldiers and is preparing 
to follow his family to Cape Haytian at the 
first news of the approach of the insurrection- 
ists. Gen. Le Blot resides at this place and 
at his home Hippolyte will make his head- 
quarters. From what can be learned of the 
insurrectionists they are still at Kingston, Ja- 
maica, actively preparing, it is said, to leave 
that place to make a descent ou the Haytian 
capital, 


RICH FIND OF BESSEMER HEMATITE ORE. 


One of the Most Valuable Properties on the 
Gogebic Range Just Found. 
Asutanp, Wis., Sept. 4.—/Special.]—The 
big find of Bessemer ore, red hematite, at the 
old Sampson mine, near Plummer, on the 
Penokee range, is the sensation of the hour 
in mining circles.

today in the case of Christopher C. Campbell, 
assignee in trust of the patentee, against the 

Mayor of New York.

There are about 500 similar cases pendi 
against other cities throughout the Unite 
States, and it is computed that they will ag- 
gregate $15,009,000. All these evits depend 
upon the same state of facts as in' the test case 
just decided, and it practically means that In- 
ventor Knibbs will get judgment for that 
amount of money. 

The present suit has been in the courts 
fourteen years, and a fortune has been spent 
on both sides in counsel fees. Before the 
invention of the relief valve fire engines 
could not throw a stream over sixty feet high. 
With the rehef valve a stream could be 
thrown over 100 feet. The patent has 
long since expired, and it was only for the 
seventeen years from 1864 to 1881 that Knibbs 
is entitled to royalties. There is only one more 
a end that might be taken from the decision 
of Judge Wheeler. It ean be carried to the 
new Appellate Court. Inventor Knibbs was 
a poor man when he made his invention, and 
he could never bave carried the case to a 
final termination without wealthy backing. 
Kibbs was foreman of an engine company at 
Troy in 1860, and attached his inventjon in 

form to an engine known as the Arba 

Reade.

perk prohibition is not due, however, to the 
microscopic mvestigations made at the Stock- 
Yards tut to the pressure exerted by the 
reciprocity clause of the Tariff law. The 
German Government has really been forced 
to take the action it has by purely 
selfish reasons in order to protect the great 
beet-sugar industry. During the three months, 
April I- July 1, 91. the United States took from 
Germany $8.870,000 worth of beet sugar, be- 
mg $2,800,000 more than for the correspond- 
ing months of 1890, when sugar was dutiable. 
At the present rate Germany would send 
nearly $36,000,000 worth of sugar to this coun- 
try yearly: But if that sugar had to pay a 
duty of $20 a ton after the Ist of January not 
a pound of it could come. It would all have 
to seek another market, and it would not be 
easy to find it. Hence it is to the interest of 
Germany to abandon its pork restrictions 
against the United States in order to save a 
great sugar industry from serious loss. 

The removal of the prohibiticns on hog 
products will be followed by immediate and 
heavy shipments of hams, bacon, pork, lard, 
etc., to Germany. The inevitable increase in the 
price of breadstuffs will intensify the demand 
for cheap meats so that Germany wil! afford 
at once a market for at least $20,000,000 worth 
of provisions, and the quantity taxen will in- 
cteasé steadily with the growth of population 
and the knowledge of the cheapness and ex- 
eellence of American meats. Thus the sugar 
taken from Germany will be paid for in good 
part at least by the pork of the Western 
farmer. 

The German duty on wheat from the United 
States has been about thirty cents a bushel 
atid on flour a little over $2.50 a barrel. The 
unfair discrimination in favor of Russia has 
been so great that this country has ceased 
sending breadstuffs to Germany, with the ex- 
céption of a little corn. The total imports of 
American wheat, flour, rye, oate, and barley 
for 1889.90 were valued at only about $415,000. 
As the result of this aiscrimination 95 per cent 
of the breadstuffs im vorted by Germany have 
come from Russia, That source of supply 
being cut off for the time being by failure of 
ctops there will be a great demand for the 
cereals of the United States. How many mill- 
ions’ worth will be taken it is impossible to 
tell just pet. But u will be large, and 
American breadstuffs will be exchanged for 
German beet sugar instead of American gold. 

For this most desirable state of things 
thanks will be due to Mr. Blaine and his 
reciprocity policy, and to them alone. No 
Demacratic statesman would or could have 
accomplished such results. If American agri- 
culturists were to complain to them of Ger- 
man restrictions their remedy would be to 
take the duties off all German products, 
whether competitive or non-competitive, and 
pay the balance of trade in gold. If the 
last named country still continued its offensive 
policy Democratic statesmen would say: We 
have dotie all we can; we must submit.” Re- 
publican administrations do not believe in 
that policy of cowardly surrender. They be- 
lieve in making concessions only when equiva- 
lents can be obtained therefor, and are not 
afraid to bring a little pressure to bear on 
any foreign country to make it amenable to 
reason. 

Bur for the provision that sugar should be 
dutiable under certain contingencies Germany 
would have persisted in its prohibitory policy. 
If Mr. Blaine had had his way and the re- 
talitory duty had been kept at $40 per ton, 
the concessions obtained from that country 
would have been much greater than the im- 
portant ones Minister Phelps has been 
successful in obtaining. Gentlemen who have 
been observing sneeringly that while Mr. 
Blaine was working up trade with Martinique 
or Ccsta Rica he was neglecting American 
commerce with Europe, will please take notice 
of this one little $20,000,000 addition to its pork 
trade in that quarter which never would have 
been secured with the Democrats in power. 

Cassa Rop ublican chumps who abused Mr. 
Blaine last year for saying that the McKinley 
bill as it stood did not make a new market for 
an additional bushel of wheat or barrel of 
pork will please take notice that new markets 
have been found for American flour and pork, 
not as the result of the McKinley workings of 
the bill as originally drafted, but of the reci- 
procity idea which Mr. Blaine made such a 
persistent and powerful fight to get incorpo- 
rated in it. But for him German market 
would be no better hereafter than they have 
been for a good many years. 


BLAI£’S DRAWBACK AMENDMENT. 

Ex-Senator Blair of New Hau:pshire absurd- 
ly claims in a letter to the Washington Post 
that he is the author of “the essence of reci- 
procity.” And as evidence thereof he refers 
confidently to an amendment offered by him 
to the Tariff law of 1883. 

It is painfully evident that Mr. Blair, 
though he was in public life for many years, 
and claimed to take a great interest in the 
progress of education, has not the remotest 
idea of what reciprocity is. 

It may be defined as the exchange, free of 
duty, of non-competitive products between 
two countries. 

Mr. Blair's amendment, which he says con- 
tained the essence of reciprocity,” was a 
drawback one, providing that where a manu- 
facturer exported goods made in whole or 
part from foreign materials which had paid a 


American products. As there is no competi- 


tion of products of this country with those of the 


sugar-producing Latin-American nations, true 
commercial policy requires that they should 
exchange with us duty free on both sides. 
Blaine’s rejected amendment was something 
quite different, as shown. 


SECRETARY BLAINE AND RECIPROCITY. 

There appeared recently in a Republican 
paper . printed in this eity a communication 
purporting to give the true history of the rec 
iptocity clause in the McKinley law. Ac 
cording to the writer, evidently a thick-pated 
chump, whose statements were indorsed 
eagerly by the paper which printed his letter, 
Mr. Blaine devised a reciprocity plan winch 
was submitted by him to the Ways and Means 
committee and by it rejected, whereupon he 
got disgusted and let the matter drop.

It is asserted further that Mr. Blaine did not 
want sugar to be admitted free any faster 
than he was able to establish reciprocal re- 
lations with the sugar-producing countries, 
but that Western Congressmen—Cannon, 
Gear, and others—insisted on throwing open 
the ports immediately. unconditzonally, and 
without securing any trade concessions in re- 
turn. It is true that there were a number of 
chumps in the House—most of them left at 
howe last fall—who were in favor of that 
thick-hea@ed policy. 
the curious etaim that the President invented 
the Aldrich amendment, so that while the 
doors of the United States were thrown open 
to free sugar for nine months the law should 
contain a threat that if the sugar-growing 
countries refused to make satisfactory con- 
cessions by Jan. 1, 1892, the President in his 
discretion might reimpose half the repealed 
duty, or a cent a pound, on the sugar of such 
growers. 

But the question recurs: Why was the 
President's retaliatory discretion cut down to 
half the old daty? The President was hardly 
the author of that limping, half-way idea. 
Can it be that the Senate Finance committee, 
made up of Messrs. Morrill, Sherman, Allison, 
Aldrich, Hiscock, Jones, Voorhees, McPher- 
son, Harris, Vance, and Carlisle, was opposed 
to conceding a discriminating retaliatory au- 
thority of more than a half? If so, why? If 
reciprocity in non-competitive products was 
a good thing why was Blaine deprived of half 
his tradimg power to secure a full measure for 
rm? Who but a fool friend of the President 
would claim that he was entitled to credit for 
weakeuing and emasculating a great and benefi- 
cent commercial idea? Tur Trisune never 
has been able to find out the reason for botch- 
mg reciprocity and does. t believe the Presi- 
dent had anything to do with it. 

It is useless for any detractor of Mr. Blaine 
—jealoys Democrat or chump Republican to 
try to rob him of the authorship of the mag- 
nifieent reciprocity scheme.

THE RIGHT OF ALIENS TO OWN LAND 
IN ILLINOIS. 

A correspondent calls the attention of this 
paper to the following extract from the Legal 
Adviser of this city and asks what effect the 
treaty provision referred to has on the Alien 


Land law of this State: 

It has been decided by the National Supreme 
Court that every treaty made by the authority 
of the United States is superior tothe lews and 
Constitution of any individual State. If the law 
of a State is contrary to a treaty it is void.” The 
very firet treaty with England having sanctioned 
the holding of land by Englishmen in the States, 
and by Americans in England, it would fairly ap- 
pear that the States that have passed such alien 
acts have acted ultra vires and made lawscontrary 
to a treaty, such laws being, therefore, void. 

The very first treaty with England, that of 
1783, has nothing to say on this subject. Fol- 
lowing is Article IX. of Jay’s treaty of 1794: 

It is agreed that British subjects who now hold 
lands in the territortes of the United States and 
American citizens who now hold lands in the do- 
minions of his Majesty shall continue to hold 
them according to the nature and tenure of their 
respective estates and titles therein, and may 
grant, sell, or devise the same to whom they 
please, in like manner as if they were natives; 
and that neither they nor their beirs or assigus 
shall, so far as may respect the said lands and the 
legal remedies incident thereto, be regarded as 
aliens. 

It will be seen therefore that the only land 
which can be owned by an English alien in 
this State in derogation of its Alien Land law 
is land owned by an Englishmen prior to 
1794 and held by atiens ever since. It is not 
hkely that any can be found answering that 
description. Hence the Illinois law does not 
conflict in the slightest degree with any treaty 
made with Great Britain. 

Nor is there anything in treaties with other 
nations inconsistent with the State law regard- 
ing the ownership of land by aliens. The 
treaty with France, made in 1853, provides: 

In all the States of the Union whose existing 
laws permit it, so long and to the same extent as 
the said laws shall remain in force. Frenchmen 
shall enjoy the right of possessing personal 
and real property by the same title and in the 
same manner as the citizens of the United States. 
Astothe States of the Union by whose existing 
laws aliens are not permitted to hold real estate, 
the President engages to recommend to them the 
passage of such laws as may be necessary for the 
purpose of conferring this right. 

It will be seen that no attempt was made 
by this treaty to override State laws. By the 
one made with Italy in 1871 it was provided 


that— 

As for the case of real estate the citizens and 
subjects of the two contracting parties shall be 
treated on the footing of the most favored nation. 


Thus Italian aliens are permitted to hoid 
lands in States which permit it and nowhere 
else. It is evident that no State has violated

CAPTURE OF AN ENGLISH EMBEZZLER, 


Sidney Olds, Wanted in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 
Arrested in Detroit, 

Dsrrorr, Mich., Sept. 4.--[Special.}—Sid- 
ney Olds, alias Samuel Owen, an alleged En- 
glish embezzler, was arrested last night by 
Detectives Myler end Tuttle. Olds is wanted 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne on the charge of em- 
bezzling from Fesher & Remyck, shipbuilders 
and contractors at that place, for whom he. 
was secretary and treasurer. He left England 
about June 20 and arrived in this country 
about July 1. Iuspeetor Byrnes of New 
York City was notified by the English 
pohce, but Olds got away and headed 
for the West July & He arrived in 
this city two weeks ago from Chicago 
and has since been stopping at the Normandie, 
at which hotel the arrest was made. Olds de- 
nied his identity, but the production of a de- 
scriptive circular and a phetograph brought 
an admission that he was the man, Olds break- 
ing down and shedding tears. The prisoner is 
40 years of age, about five feet eight inches in 
height, and weighs 170 pounds. He has a 
mother, wife, — three children living in En- 
gland. It is said that he succeeded in getting 
away with $30,000, Since coming to this 
country he has speculated largely in wheat. 
An officer, in answer to atelegram, is ex 
tomorrow with the 3 papers for the 
return of the prisoner to New York and thence 
to England.

It is inhalation of tobacco smoka Our 
readers may not agree that it is new, but in 
the sense that it has become ofglate years 
enormously prevalent, anda peril that now 
first confronts society, it may be so con- 
sidered. Ten years ago only about 400,000. 
000 cigarettes were manufactured in this 
country yearly; now the number reaches 
into the billions. The cigarette habit has ex- 
tended and affected all ages; even the boys 
smoke more than ever, despite legislation. 

It is not, however, the cigarette smoked in 
the ordinary fashion that does harm; it is in 
the inhalation of the smoke. This introduces 
quickly and delightfully a narcotic poison 
into the system, and awakens in the habitué a 
sensation as delightful gs that produced by 
opium. The old ei moker would not 
exchange a few deep whiffs of his cheap cigar- 
ette for the finest Havana that could be bought 
with gold. It is an intoxication in which he 
revels and to which he become a slave, 
He is a “cigarette fiend.” He admits it and 
smiles over it for a time. 

The seriousness of the cigarette to inhala- 
tion lies not alone in the fact that it involves 
a steady absorption of poison, but in the 
utter hopelessness of the habit, and the 
entire inability or the indulger to give it 
up. Once a cigarette inhaler, always one. 
In this respect it resembles with painful simi- 
larity the opium habit, to which it has many 
points of resemblance. One may stop the use 
of the pipe or cigar, or the use of tea or beer 
or whisky, but the morphine and tobacco in- 
halation habit, if well established, are prac- 
tically incurable. The patient may stop for 
months or even years, but he invariably re- 
turns to his old love. Such is the experience

‘HAMS FOR THE GERMANS. 


FIRST SHIPMENT UNDER «THE NEW 
RULE TO BE MADE TODAY. 


Swift & Co, to Forward a Car of Hog Prod- 
ucts to Hamburg—The Reichstag Decis- 
fon Causes a Boom in the Provision Pit 
on the Beard of Trade — Packers Say 
That the Importance of the New Meas- 
ure Is Overestimated — Reports from 
Other Cities, * 


The first shipment of hog product under the 
new government inspection rules to Germany 
will be made today by Swift & Co., who will 
forward a carload of short cut and California 
hams and short clear middles to Hamburg. 
They are having the meat of about 400 hogs 
microscopically examined daily. 

The report of Germany’s action in deciding 
to admit American pork stirred things up in 
the provision pit on the Board of Trade. 
Speculators had been looking for something 
of the sort for some time, though but few had 
been wise enough to do much buying in ad- 
vance. There were some of the New-Yorkers 
who had anticipated the action of the Reich- 
stag, and when the market opened here at an 
advance they were on hand to peddle out 
their holdings to all who wanted the property 
at the higher prices. The actual advance on 
pork for the day was but 35 cents per barrel, 
but the price that ruled yesterday was about 
$1 a barrel over the low point touched a short 
time ago. The outsiders were the best buy- 
ers, and brokers were loaded before the opén- 


ing with orders to buy. The first ten minutes | 


were full of excitement, and a crowded gal- 
lery was much interested in the gymnastic 
and vocal efforts of the lively brokers. The 
packers as a rule seemed inclined to think 
that the importance of the measure was over- 
estimated, and it was notable that with very 
few exceptions they were on the selling side 
of the market. After the first boom there 
was a reaction, but before the close some of 
the shorts attempted to take in their lines 
and prices touched top figures again. The 
closing bell found them well sustained, Oc- 
tober pork being $10.90. 


What the Packers Say. 

Chicago packers claimed that their disposi- 
tion to lay little stress on the importance of 
Germany’s action with reference to the im- 
portation of American pork was due to the 
fact that it will be some time before the trade 
is generally affected, and that until the regu- 
lations regarding inspection are known noth- 
ing willbe done toward extending the busi- 
ness of exporting. The action of the 
Empire was an entire surprise to the 
shippers of pork here and no one was found 
who nad any intimation of the matter until 
the news was made public by the papers. The 
general impression is that the Germans will 
not use a great amount of American hog 
product at present prices, and that their im- 
portation will be almost entirely confined to 
the cheaper grades of meats forthe use of the 

rer classes of people. It is admitted, 
owever, that the trade in bacon may result 
favorably, as this meat is very high on the 
other side, and a good demand is apt to be 
created tor the American article. 

C. L. Raymond said: “It means a big 
thing for this trade. The business is in the 
neighborhood of 100,000,000 pounds of meats 
—that is, 200,000 boxes—a year. Seventy-five 
per cent of this business should be done by 
Chicago. It will be a good thing for us, but 
nothing can be done until the next packing 
season opens, when we shall have had achance 
to become familiar with their requireinents.“

John Hately said: The effect of this 
action by Germany will be a healthy one, of 
course, but until we know just what they want 
and how they want it, the 8 and 80 
on, we will be unable to do anything.

Its arrange- 
ments were: perfect in every respect. It was 
called the Wigwam. 

The 
Richmond House was the center of the Sew- 
ard adherents; the Tremont was the rendez- 
vous of the: long, lank IIlinoisan who had 
come up like a young David to meet a verit- 
able itical Goliath in the person of Sew- 
ard. The latter had prestige. He was not 
only a wily litician, buta scholar and a 
statesman. e had been Governor of New 
York and Senator. He was conceded by 
every one to be a born leader, and in one 
sense he was entitled to the nomination. He 
was under the management of William Ev- 
arts, himself a statesman anda great consti- 
tutional lawyer. 
David Davis had rentedrooms at the Tre- 
mont and opened Lincoln headquarters there. 
He was the active manager of Lincoln’s 
campaign. Judge Logan of Springfield was 
also one of the Lincoln man and had in 
his pocket a letter from Lincoln in which the 
writer authorized Judge Logan to withdraw 
his name from the convention whenever that 
gentleman thought it was necessary. 
Seward’s friends were well drilled in the 
maneuvres of .politics. They came upon the 
scene with brass bands, flags, torches, and hur- 
rah. They marched through the streets day 
and night for several days and nights pre- 
ceding the convention, They formed the 
picturesque of the occasion.

Mr. Jacobs prefers to say—of 
the four authors named above, together with 
reviews of certain books by or about them.

stance, so that they lack the fuliness and pre- 


cision of the ante-mortem obituaries of our 
newspaper press, written at leisure and care- 
fully pigeonholed in the precious hope 
of their subject’s decease. All the more, per- 
haps, they have a freshness and frankness of 
their own, which are not without their charm. 
And, on the whole, the judgments they ex- 
press are singularly accurate. We do not use 
the word “ judgments.” ironically, for, al- 
though the writer’s attitude is a trifle 
Rhadamanthian, that is rather the fault 
of his critical method than of defective sym- 
pathies. He had the honor of a personal 
acquaintance with George Eliot; and in her 
case he appears by his own confession to have 
fallen into “that curious kind of injustice, 
when we guard against too high praise of 
those we know or like just because we know 
or like them.” But he defends his critical 
caution on the singular ground that George 
Eliot’s literary reputation has declined in the 
ten years that have elapsed since her death, 
We will do Mr. Jacobs the justice to believe 
that he owns no such allegiance as he pretends 
to the fickle goddess of pupular taste.

As acritic Mr. Jacobs belongs to the psy- 
chological rather than the esthetic school. The 
esthetic method in criticism (we quote Mr, 
Jacobs himself) “ goes straight to the literary 
products themselves and seeks to determine 
their aptitude for exerting the specific literary 


emotions, often reflecting the critic’s own 


feelings in the rhythm and beauty of his lan- 


guage. The other or psychological method 


looks rather to the literary producer, and en- 


deavors to ascertain those qualities of the 


author’s mind that would produce such and 


such results.“ He is modest enough to say: 


To be of the esthetic school is only given to 


those who are something more than critics, 


They are the artists in criticism; nous autres 
must be content with being scientific, though 


even we may attempt to give such artistic 


form to our work as science allows.“ But he 
thinks that the psychological method has a 
fit application at moments when we are think- 
ing of the literary qualities of an 
author’s mind rather than the literary 
effect of his works,” and hence. is 
peculiarly suitable for eloges, such as this 
volume contains. Certainly the obituaries in 
question go far to justify its employment. But 
in the case of a review like that of “ Theo- 
phrastus Such,” written while the author of 
the work was still in life, the method has its 
disadvantages. Instead of limiting his atten- 
tion to the work before him and it 
simply as it stands, the reviewer goes out of his 
way to discuss the question as to whether or 
not the book is worthy of the author’s powers. - 
This sort of serious trifling has the effect of 
needlessly confusing the issue, and too much 
resembles the process familiarly known as 


„ cutting off one’s nose to spite one’s face.“ 


Say that the fruit from a favorite tree is 
scarcely as fine as in former years, shall we 
peevishly reject it? Shall we not eat and re- 
joice and give God thanks? In the case in 
question Mr. Jacobs treats George Eliot like 
a delinquent pupil. “ You can do better than 
this, my girl,” he seems to say; then why 
don’t you?’ There might have been 
some excuse for such a tone if George 
Eliot had attempted to float an inferior 
work on the stream of her reputation, or if 


she had put her hand to a task for which she 


was clearly unfitted. But “Theophrastus 
Such,” although not a masterpiece, is a suffl- 


ciently clever performance, if somewhat man- 
nered. And although the reviewer makes the 
most of its obvious defects, even he does not 
condemn the book on its merits. He says; 


“It may appear somewhat unfair to upbrai 


the book for failing to be what it does not 
profess to be. But a great artist owes duties 
to the worla as much as deserves gratitude 
from it. When one who has it in her power 
to add to the world’s wealth of beauty turns 
aside from the arduous conception of a great 
wurk to execute preparatory sketches not 
worthy of mention by the side of her other 
works, it is impossible to refrain from deplor- 
ing the loss to the world.” In the name 
of our frail humanity, we protest: A Scots- 
man’s rest, they say, is a change of work, 
and if George Eliot had not fairly earned 
such an equivocal relaxation at the time of 
writing her last book, when may Mr. Jacobs 
hope to enjoy his hour of sweet indolence? 
It is one thing to be deliberately faise to 
our artistic ideals, and quite another to fail of 
our own best level of performance. Yet the 
insatiable public, which not only crits “ Give, 


ive!“ like the horse-leech of scripture, but 
emands.

else! which will not allow Homer to nod or 
Eliot to philosophize, ists in confounding 
the two failings, and always ready with its 
jeer, “‘Superfluous lags the veteran on the 
stage.

During the years when her charming salon 
in Cavendish Square, and her yet more charm- 


ing country retreats of Queen Charlton, near 
Bath, and Farley Hill Court, near Reading, 
drew around her Charles Dickens, Wilkie Col- 
lins, Douglas Jerrold, Shirley Brookes, Horne 
Tooke, and all the more eminent literary men 
of the day, Mrs. Minto Elliot worked hard 
with her pen, submitting the results to that se- 
vere, but kindly critic, Hepworth Dixon, then 
editor of the Atheneum. It was not, how- 
ever, till the education of her children took 
her to Italy, and ber facile pen 
busied itself in writing down the secrets 
of the old ruins of Rome and its companion 
cities that she became a writer of universal 
renown. Never aliowing the attractions of 
society, which are very great in the South, to 
keep her long from her desk, she continues to 
produee volume after volume of delightful 
travel, old-world record, art criticism, polit- 
ical and historical essay, and modern fiction 
and she is at present energetically employed 
in finishing a work to be presented to the 
public under the name of “The Idle Woman 
in Turkey, the results of long study and 
deep research crowned by a visit to the beau- 
tiful eity on tie Bosphorus during the last 


year.

From Lucca Mrs. Elliot went to Rome 
where she saw much of all the great men of 
that stirring time, including Cardinal Antonel- 
li, the Richelieu of Italy,“ whom she de- 
scribes as a most agreeable man in private 
life; Victor Emmanuel and other Princes of 
the House of Savoy; Garibaldi, who aspired 
to be the soldier of glory rather than of sue- 
cess, and many other owners of great names. 

In The Red Cardinal another phase of 
life is deseribed, one redolent with the weird 
superstitions of the Middle Ages. The scene 
is laidin one of the Chigi Villas, a wonder- 
fully beautiful old pile, nine miles from Sten- 
na, often sought out by travelers.
